So much attention has been focused in 
recent years on the safety of the highways 
and the magnificent accomplishments tliat 
have been made in that field, that it is 
a pleasant surprise to learn that the rail­ 
roads are also being made safer. 
The best general safety record in 50 
I years was established by the U. S. rail­ 
roads in 19 38 , according to J . J . Pelley. 
president of the Association of American 
Railroads. 
The number of train accidents in pro­ 
portion to miles run, was the lowest on 
' record, and the actual number of accidents 
as a third less than in 19 37 . Fatalities 
to employes were cut from 6 6 6 in 19 37 to 
47 9 in 19 38 . Passenger fatalities were uj), 
52 in 19 38 as compared to three in 19 37 , 
as a result of two bad wrecks. Grade- 
crossing accidents were materially reduc­ 
ed. 
One way of offsetting the falling birth­ 
rate is to stop killing so many people after 
they are born. It is good to know that the 
railroads are doing their share to supple­ 
ment the .splendid achievements of 
the 
highway safety campaign.
